MOVE SPREADS 


Government Carrying Idea 
Into Shipping Field 


Bullion Cites Benefits Before 
Leaving for North 


Harbor Engineering Staff 
Member Resigns 


Following Herbert Hoover's intro- 
duction of standard practices into 
varied industries, the government 
has begun the staridardization of 
repairing and opera- 

n, which promises greater saving 
and convenience than any other 
line of endeavor. That, at least, 
is the stafement of A. V. Bullion, 
secretary of the American Marine 
Standards Committee, who left for 
Seattle and Washington, D. C., yes- 
terday after several days’ confer- 
ence with committee menibers at 
Los Angeles Harbor. 

“There is no reason why ship- 
ping practices cannot equal or even 
Surpass the efficiency of railroads 
and the automotive industry, whose 
N are far advanced,” he 


A seemingly insignificant item, 
such as mooring bit, — a vital 
factor when it is carried away, be- 
cause of lack of standardization; 
patterns have to be made, the bit 
cast and delays costing ships $1000 
to $2500 a day are entailed. All 
through the shipping industry such 
instances may be found and the 
standardization committee plans to 
obviate them. 

This American move also has 
found response among many for- 
eign maritime nations, which indi- 
cate a willingness to adopt stand- 
ards permitting ready repairs fo a 
ship in any world port. Lighting 
sockets already are standardized in 
many nations, obviating sore dis- 
comfiture a few years ago. Moor- 
ing chalks, Panama Canal chalks, 
airports, pipe fitting bolts and ac- 
cessories are among the items des- 
fined to conform to uniform prac- 
tices if the committee has its way. 

The idea fortunately finds gen- 
eral support in the shipyards and 
among naval architects, who recog- 
nize the need of standards, even 
on vessels of vastly different size 
and purpose, Bullion said, and he 
— optimistic over the proposed re- 
orms.

OV. SMITH ACCEPTS |

Smith must have written that state- 
ment when none of his advisers was 
around, and in the hurry of preparation 
it was overlooked. Else somebody would 
have informed him that only by the fin- 
est spun of technicalities is the Colorado 
a navigable stream, that nobody navi- 
gates it commercially, that nobody is in- 
terested in its navigability or expects to 
be in the future and, finally, that the 
primary interest and responsibility of 
the Federal government in the question 
is that of flood control and flood pro- 
tection for the rich agricultural areas 
annually menaced by the river’s season- 
al rise. There is no dispute on this point 
even by the bitterest opponent of Hoov- 
er’s Colorado River program; the duty of 
the government in such matters is uni- 
versally acknowledged. Smith himself

A notable change was in the 
decline of Mexican and Canadian immi- 
grants. Only 59,016 came from Mexico 
last year, while 67,721 entered in 1926-27.
